The cuts are also devastating because the

Mayor Alan Lambert, who with the city 
financial staff devises any budget amend¬ 
ments, did not return calls seeking comment 
Monday. 

Grout said cutting any revenue streams to 
cities or townships is ill-advised because 
other governmental units - like collies and 
universities, libraries, and public schools 
have been given raises, while municipal aid 
has held steady. 

“I just don’t think it’s fair,” he said. 

Schools could end up taking the brunt A 
$170 raise in the foundation grant - or per- 
pupil funding-was granted last year, but was 
eaten up by increasing pension and health 


we’ve been able to balance the budget” 

So far, the city has been able to maintain 
its $20 million general fund budget with few 
cuts - there have been no layoffs, and ser¬ 
vices have been maintained since a reces¬ 
sion gripped the state in 2000. Some vacant 
positions have gone unfilled, or have been 
eliminated entirely, however. 

The tax shortfall projected in Lansing is 
made up of several factors, including $64 
million less collected in sales tax and $38 
million less collected from income tax. 

All of the shortfalls are the result of long¬ 
term economic conditions — workers are 
earning less, there are fewer employed resi¬ 
dents, and there’s been an exodus of citizens, 
which means there’s substantially less state 
income and sales tax flowing into Michigan 
coffers. 

Increased Medicaid costs are among also 
a cause, according to state economists. 

A cut to municipalities could be divided in 
many ways: the cuts could come entirely to 
municipalities, or to schools, or a combina¬ 
tion of both.

A potential statewide tax shortfall of $170 
million has municipalities and school dis¬ 
tricts bracing for potential state-shared rev¬ 
enue cuts. 

State revenue - which comes from sales 
tax dollars and is meted out to cities, villages 
and townships - equals about 60 percent of 
municipal budgets - means any mid-year 
cuts could be devastating for local govern¬ 
ment entities. 

The City of Romulus has generally fared 
better than most cities because of a well- 
developed business and industrial base, but 
any mid-year cuts would still unsettle the 
budget, and city officials don’t necessarily 
feel the cuts are fair 

“I don’t think we can deal with any more 
cuts, were pretty tight right now,” said 
Councilman Harry Grout, who worked on his 
first budget last year as a fi^shman council¬ 
man. 

“We run a pretty tight ship, even though

Unlike most girls her age, 11-year-old 
Destiny Eadie of Belleville decided to 
save the money she received for 
Christmas last year and use it for some¬ 
thing charitable this holiday seasoa 

She bought hundreds of Christmas 
cards, went door-to-door around her 
neighborhood and collected signatures 
and messages on the cards to be sent to 
the U.S. soldiers stationed in Iraq. 

In one day, Eadie collected more than 
300 cards from family, friends and area 
organizations. Her goal was to reach 2,000 
cards, but she gathered well over 3,000, 
according to her mom, Shada Eadie. 

“It’s about getting as many people as 
possible to open their eyes and see what 
many of the soldiers are doing without,” 
she said. “This is giving them a personal 
note, signature or something because for 
some this is all they get on Christmas.” 

Destiny Eadie started her holiday mis¬ 
sion last year. Her dad, Mike, had a co¬ 
worker whose son was in Iraq to whom 
she wanted to send a card, Shada Eadie 


said. Destiny looked him up on 
Anysoldier.com, but what she found was 
that he wasn’t the only soldier in need. 

“Destiny read all the postings and saw 
all the things they were doing without She 
was very aware of the war and she wanted 
to let the soldiers know they’re not forgot¬ 
ten,” said Eadie. 

Destiny also inspired others to help too, 
like her former schoolmates at Savage 
Elementary, who donated Chapstick for 
care packages, the Military Moms of 
Michigan, who donated 300 signed cards. 

South Middle School, where she cur¬ 
rently goes to school, also got into the pro¬ 
ject by making care packages to send to 
the troops. 

Destiny Eadie said she thinks the sol¬ 
diers feel good knowing they’re not forgot- 
tea 

“I didn’t think it would be this big, but it 
just got bigger and bi^er,” she said, ‘ilust 
knowing the soldiers will feel better and 
have this at Christmas time makes me feel 
good.” 

The cards will be mailed this week in 
hope for the soldiers to receive them by 
December 25. Eadie also plans to continue 


her project year-round with a goal of 6,000 
cards for next year. 

“When Destiny puts her mind to some¬ 
thing she accomplishes it,” said Shada 
Eadie. “There’s always a soldier some¬ 
where who needs something and to know 


someone appreciates them. That’s what 
Destiny feels.”

Romulus facility, EQ 
spokesman Bob Doyle said the 
only diversion will take place 
in Belleville. 

‘The facility in Belleville is a 
waste disposal facility,” he said. 
“It’s not really a huge influx of 
trucks - it’s about 25 roll-out 
boxes.” 

Romulus Mayor Alan 
Lambert said he’s glad the 
diversion is not happening in 
his city, but said the activity of 
transporting such materials 
represents a hazard for the 
community. 

“I’m not happy about it - I 
don’t think anyone’s happy 
about it,” he said. ‘This stuff is 
dangerous; it’s the same kind of 
thing with the injection wells. 
It’s the kind of stuff you don’t 
want in your community.” 

EQ is engaged in the prac¬ 
tice of cleaning and remediat¬ 
ing fluids like aircraft cleaners. 
The process encourages re-use 
of these chemicals. 

Officials aren’t so much con¬ 
cerned about what happens on 
the site, they’re concerned 
about vehicle accidents that 
could dump harmful chemicals 
close to residential areas. 

“An accident with one of the 
trucks could be disastrous for 
us,” he said. “The whole region 
would be affected if one 
occurred. And it’s not a matter 
of if it happens, it’s when it 
happens.” 

Doyle said there are specific 
guidelines put into place that 
the company follows when 
moving fluids and materials 
from place to place. 

“The roll-out boxes have 
safeguards,” he said. “We fol¬ 
low all guidelines put into 
place by the Department of 
Transportatioa” 

The EQ facility in Romulus 
went ablaze at about 9:30 p.m. 
on Aug 8,2005. About 1,200 res¬ 
idents in Romulus and Wayne 
were evacuated for one night

while firefighters from all over 
Wayne County and beyond 
tried to quell the inferno. 

Homes in the area were cov¬ 
ered with ash. The 
Environmental Protection 
Agency and the Michigan 
Department of Environmental 
Quality conducted air studies 
that indicated the levels of tox¬ 
ins thrown into the air by the 
fire were below levels that 
harm individuals. 

To date, a cause for the fire 
has not been determined. 

Fluids cleaned at the 
Romulus facility were taken to 
North Carolina and Detroit, 
where EQ has a second facility 
in Michigan. 

During the Apex fire, about 
17,000 people had to be evacu¬ 
ated, and EPA tests revealed 
the levels of toxins present in 
the air were negligible 

Lambert said Romulus has 
an emergency management 
team comprising fire and 
police personnel that can 
address an accident if it 
occurred. Belleville also has an 
emergency plaa 

“We have a good plan, and 
we know that we can put it into 
place quickly to minimize dam¬ 
age and educe the chance of 
people getting hurt,” he said. 
“But we hope we don’t have to 
use it” 

The EQ facility in Romulus 
was closed for about a year, but 
recently re-opened. 

EQ is headquartered in 
Cincinnati, Ohio, but has local 
offices in the Cily of Wayne.

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A project designed to reduce sewer backups and bring a recre¬ 
ational amenity to the Canton community has some residents up in 
arms. 

The project is a sanitary relief sewer that will be constructed 
along the lower branch of the Rouge River, just north of Michigan 
Avenue. As the township population grows, the need for sewer 
capacity will, too, and this is designed to help offset excessive flows 
during particularly wet times of the year 

Since it is planned for a relatively nice, wooded section of the 
community, those in charge of the project wanted to try to make a 
positive thing out of it, by putting in a paved pathway there after the 
woik is done. 

Surprisingly, that has ruffled a few feathers. 

Well, there are a few things to think about with this plan. First of 
all, the sewer work is going to happen anyway and there’s no gentle 
way to install a new line. "Vbu have to dig Sewer lines have other 
requirements, too, such as the ability for maintenance people to 
access them should the need ever arise. There will be some kind of 
pathway or maintenance road put in after the project is complete. 

Recreational pathways represent a burning need in the commu¬ 
nity, too. Studies have indicted that is the one amenity people would 
like to see more of—places to ride their bikes, jog, rollerblade, 
skateboard, or simply get out and walk Some communities have 
made great advancements in this—Northville Township has been 
steadily developing an extensive system—but Wayne County gener¬ 
ally lags behind other communities in this endeavor. 

There is the framework for a superb community bikeway already 
in place. Along 1-275, the pathway has essentially gone to seed, 
although an effort is under way to spruce it up and make it viable 
again. Even in the current condition, though, it sees a lot of use and

Rumors of the demise of a mass transit line 
between Ann Arbor and Detroit may have been 
greatly exaggerated. 

The Southeastern Michigan Council of 
Governments (SEMCOG) has been researching 
such a plan, proposing several alternatives—in 
both form of transportation and the routes they 
would take—^and recently released a preliminary 
study that said the most expensive of those pro¬ 
posals weren’t feasible. 

The key is that it only suggested doing away 
with the most expensive proposals. It said noth¬ 
ing about the lack of need for such a system. 

It was hardly surprising news, too. The most 
expensive proposals including the construction 
of a light rail system along Michigan Avenue— 
probably in the center right of way, a sort of sleek 
subuit»an monorail. In today’s economic climate, 
that was probably always a pie in the sky plan, 
anyway. Where would the funding for such a 
thing come from? Not the State of Michigan, 
which has little to spare, not the federal govern¬ 
ment which is spending its money overseas nor 
Wayne County or any of the impacted communi¬ 
ties, which are suffering because of the finances 
of the state and federal government 

The second high-priced alternative was con¬ 
structing a dedicated passenger line along the

Norfolk Southern Line, which 
parallels Michigan Avenue. 

That would be ideal because 
passenger trains wouldn’t have to compete with 
freight trains—and any driver knows freight 
trains always win that battle. It too, was a bit far 
fetched. 

That still leaves a number of alternatives, 
including the existing railroad line, as well as 
vamping up a regional bus service. Those would 
still be expensive, but when you start thinking 
about using and upgrading existing facilities, the 
ratio between riders and cost becomes more 
favorable. 

This is an important concept for many commu¬ 
nities along the Michigan Avenue corridor. The 
City of Wayne has actively pushed for such a plan 
to take place, hoping to secure a stop within the 
community. The Andrews University study, which 
was undertaken last year and completed earlier 
this year, su^ested that the city would benefit 
from transit-oriented development, essentially 
proposing that the city could use a train or bus 
hub as a spring board to develop a new town cen¬ 
ter 

It still makes sense, too. Wayne came to be in

New recreation building

Recreation is taking on a new 
meaning in Romulus as a mas¬ 
sive industrial building on 
Wayne and Northline roads 
slowly changes. 

Activity at the $18 million 
recreation center - formerly 
known as the Overhead Crane 
Co. facility - is buzzing with con¬ 
struction workers, architects and 
city officials seven days a week 
in the hopes of a bringing health- 
club style facility to the city. 

“When you look at this center, 
think Lifetime Fitness,” said 
Tim Keyes, economic develop¬ 
ment director for the city. “That’s 
the atmosphere we’re going for” 
Mayor Alan Lambert - the 
driving force behind building 
the recreation center - said 


work at the site should be com- 
' plete next summer. 

“We’re excited about how 
things are coming along (at the 
site),” he said. “It’s hard to see 
how things will look right now, 
but when it’s done, it’s going to 
be a different than any other 
building in Romulus.” 

Inside the expanded, 89,000 
square foot building are the 
beginnings of the center, though 
an explanation is required to tell 
where the multiple meeting 
rooms, gymnasiums, track and 
swimming polls will be located. 

The city commissioned a 
study by JRV Management to 
find out what activities residents 
would like to see at a recreation 
center. Several unforeseen 
issues were uncovered, such as 
the fact that teens typically are 
missed when it comes to activi-

ties. When Romulus officials 
began laying out a plan, they 
were able to incorporate a spe¬ 
cial place for teens - and other 
study findings - into the center 

“Having the study was an 
important step in putting this 
project together,” said Keyes. 

The front lobby is located 


adjacent to Northline Road, and 
will open into the main gymnasi¬ 
um, which will include Nautilus 
equipment found at most large 
gyms. 

“We had studies that indicat¬ 
ed that people wanted a workout 
area in a recreation center,” 
Keyes said. “It’s important that 


we have what people want 
here.” 

Changing rooms for men, 
women and families are located 
near the gym, along with several 
meeting and rooms for private 
events. The center will have five

swimming pools - an Olympic- 
style pool, a hot tub that seats 20 
people, a kiddie pool with a side 
and a fountain-like pool are 
included in those. 

Party rooms are located near 
the pools, so families can 
reserve one for a pool parly and 
still be close to their children. 
All of the pools will be glassed in 
so that swimmers can enjoy the 
water in the winter 

A one-tenth mile walking 


track will be on the second floor, 
along with a dance room for 
gymnastics, dance lessons and 
other activities. Those running 
on the track will be able to look 
down on the pools and the gyms. 

A rock-climbing wall that 
extends from the floor to the 
ceiling will also be in place. 

The teen gym will have floor 
hockey and other games, along 
with wide-screen TVs. Lambert 
said he is still exploring the 
opportunity to have teens weigh 
in on some of the furnishings for 
the room. 

A full-service banquet hall is 
also part of the center. The ban¬ 



quet hall will seat about 20 peo¬ 
ple for weddings and other large 
events. The room can be divided 
for smaller events such as semi¬ 
nars or baby showers. 

The banquet hall is the only 
part of the center that will be 
designed in the traditional 
mode, Keyes said. 


“In the main facility, you’re 
going to see light woods, but in 
the banquet hall, we chose darit- 
er woods to create a more 
upscale atmosphere,” he said. 

The rest of the facility 
harkens back to the building’s 
industrial use. Lambert said 
rafters and beams on the ceiling 


that are currently exposed 
would remain that way to pay 
homage to the city’s industrial 
past The overall effect will have 
the feel of a loft, he said. 

Management and fees for the 
facility, are yet to be determined. 
Keyes said that staffing, training 
and overseeing the facility 
before it opens is a massive task, 
and a firm that specializes in 
recreation management will 
need to be brought on help offi¬ 
cials balance all of those consid¬ 
erations. 

The center will be self-sup¬ 
porting due to membership fees 
and rental fees, Lambert said.

Vikings win semifinal shootout

It took more than 600 yards 
and seven touchdowns to do iL 
but the mighty Inkster Vikings 
did it 

They beat Montague High 
School, 53-34, in a Division 6 
semifinal at Olivet College on 
Saturday and are now bound for 
Fbrd Field with a chance at their 
first-ever State Championship. 

Inkster (12-1) will have the 
chance to hoist the state champi¬ 
onship hardware when they face 
off against Saginaw Nouvel (11-0), 
the No.l ranked team in Division 
6, at 4:30 pm on FViday. 

For a team that relies heavily 
on its experienced defense—one 
that has held opponents to single 
digits throughout the post sea¬ 
son—Inkster had to change gears 
and ride on the back of its offense 
on Saturday 

“It was a war,” said Inkster 
Coach Greg Carter, who’s looking 
for his fifth state title after win¬ 
ning four as head coach of the 
Detroit St. Martin de Porress. 
“The kids played solid but the 
defense struggled in the second 
half I knew Montague was good, 
but I didn’t think we would give 
up 34 points. The offense pulled 
us through.” 

What the Vikings didn’t 
accomplish on the ground they 
got done through the air 

Between senior running backs 
Tim Hogue and Anre’ Goree and 
junior quarterback Aaron 
Shavers, Inkster racked up 300 
yards with a ground assault 

Goree earned the most yards 
in the ground attack. He pulled 
together 165 on 24 attempts and 
scored twice. 


He plunged in from the one- 
yard line on Inkster’s first posses¬ 
sion to knot the game, 7-7. Then 
in the third he was the sole carri¬ 
er on the team’s three-play 56- 
yard drive. He capped off the 
quick drive with a five-yard jaunt 
into the end zone, making it a 40- 
20 game. The performance put 
him at 19 rushing touchdowns for 
the seasoa 

The Goree show didn’t stop 
there. He opened up the second 
half with an 85-yard kickoff 
return score for a 21-7 lead. He 
also had a key interception on 
the Viking 7 that would have 
brought Montague within six 
points with about six minutes left 
to play. 

“The interception was key,” 
Carter said. “Montague had got¬ 
ten the ball on an onside kick and 
if they would have scored they 
probably would have tried anoth¬ 
er onside kick to go for the win. 
That was an important point in 
the game.” 

Hogue, recovering from a 
shoulder injury against Olivet 
last week, managed 57 yards on 
nine carries and two scores, 
boosting his touchdown total to 
20 for the year He scored from 11 
yards out at 5:19 of the second 
frame—the only score of the 
quarter—to put his team up 14-7 
and again fix)m nine yards at 6:54 
of the third to give the Vikings a 
33-14 edge. He also caught one 
pass for 12 yards. 

Shavers finished off the scor¬ 
ing on a 22-yard option with 
about two minutes to play. He 
was spectacular through the air, 
completing 11 of 17 for 306 yards 
and two scores. 

He connected with junior 
wide out Renty Rollins on a fade 


route for a 60-yard score at 9:27 of 
the third. They hooked up again 
at 11:49 of the fourth for a 62-yard 
scoring play for Inkster to take a 
46-27 advantage. Rollins finished 
with six snags for 183 yards. 

Junior receiver Derrick Coker 
had another outstanding game, 
catching three passes for 105. 

Inkster will have one less day 
and Thanksgiving to practice 
around before heading to the big 
turf at Ford Field. Even so, the 
emotions and excitement are 
sure to run high on FViday. 

“The Inkster kids are excited 
because they have never been 
there before,” Carter said. “The 
kids that came over from de 
Porress with me are excited 
because a lot of people doubted 
their choice to go to Inkster and 
they have a chance to prove them 
wrong.”

The Blanket Days program, 
which collects new twin size 
blankets for shelters throughout 
southeastern Michigan, has 
been growing ever since. This 
year, more than 125 businesses, 
schools, churches, and commu¬ 


nity groups have agreed to col¬ 
lect the blankets, which will be 
distributed next November 
when the shelters are beginning 
to run out of supplies. 

Among the shelters that ben¬ 
efit from the project are the 
Wayne County Family Center in 
Westland, First Step in 
Plymouth, and the Counterpoint 
Shelter and Crisis Center in 
Inkster 

“We look forward to Blanket 
Days every year,” said Carol 
Eddy, director of the Wayne 
County Family Center “ For us, 
it’s a huge donation.” 

The shelter, which serves 
about 500-600 individuals each 
year, including about 140 fami¬ 
lies, tends to go through a lot of 
blankets, she said. Last week, 
they received 100 regular and 25 
crib size blankets collected dur¬ 
ing the drive last year 


“They help our center a great 
deal,” she said. “It may seem 
minor to some people, but it 
means a lot to us.” 

Red Cross sponsors hope to 
collect 7,000 new twin size blan¬ 
kets this year. Grant said. That 
was the collection goal for last 
year, too. In 2005, they exceeded 
their goal by collecting 8,000 
blankets. 

To make the program possi¬ 
ble, Red Cross donation sites 
have been set up in businesses 
throughout the tri-counly area. 
Many of these drop boxes are for 
employees only, but others are 
open to the public. One such 
public drop-off site is located at 
Chief Pontiac Federal Credit 
Union, 31100 Palmer Road in 
Westland. Blankets may also be 
left at Edward Jones Financial 
Services, located at 128 North 
Center St in Northville. 


Canton library to restrict use Jan. 2 


The Canton Public Library 
will enforce borrowing restric¬ 
tions for Belleville, Van Buren 
Township and Sumpter Township 
patrons starting in January. 

According to Library Director 
Jean Tabor, the usage of the 
Canton Library in recent years by 
Belleville area patrons has 
increased significantly. Last year 


70,000 items were borrowed and 
this year the number was even 
higher, she said. 

About 95 percent of the library 
revenues come from Canton 
property owners, therefore, they 
have a responsibility to see that 
they have access to the materials 
of the library, Tabor said. 

The Canton Library Board of 


Trustees approved the restric¬ 
tions which will start Jaa 2,2007. 
Belleville cardholders will then 
be limited to two items per card 
per visit 

Fill privileges at the Canton 
Library are available by purchas¬ 
ing a non-resident card for $170 
per year. The card would allow

Batteiy is crucial 
to car maintenance 


Hi folks. The last time we 
got together, we talked about 
maintenance issues as we 
approached the winter 
months. I can’t stress enough 
importance about having your 
vehicle ready before the first 
major snowstorm of the year. 
One area that we didn’t cover 
last time was the electrical sys¬ 
tem. How many times has 
someone told you that their 
battery was dead when that 
first frigid Michigan winter day 
hit us? These problems can be 
easily avoided by having your 
battery and electrical system 
checked by a quahfied techni¬ 
cian. Most everyone knows 
that car batteries have limited 
life. Weather conditions, poor 
grounding of the electrical sys¬ 
tem, corrosion, and frayed 
wires can lead to premature 
battery failure. Most batteries 
. have a usage life of three to 
five years. As your vehicle 
ages, the battery wiU wear and 
in some instances, sulfate or 
fail completely. Sulfating 
occure when the inner plates 
of the battery deteriorate and 
sulfate insulates these plates, 
not allowing an efficient 
charge to occur. Since automo¬ 
tive batteries contain acid, you 
should let a technician inspect 
and maintain the battery and 
electrical system. Batteries

have been 
known to 

leak, explode, and electrical 
systems and components have 
failed because of improper 
charging and/or jumping 
Be aware that electrical 
problems can surface with the 
alternator, and electrical com¬ 
ponents that can fail and lead 
to computer problems with 
your vehicle. Michigan has a 
high percentage of electrical 
issues and failing due to the 
salt usage in winter. Salt or salt 
water mixed with copper wires 
causes corrosion and wire fail¬ 
ure. In addition, electrical 
resistance within the system is 
affected by the corrosion and 
can cause erratic symptoms to 
most of the electrical compo¬ 
nents on your vehicle. One 
way to help avoid these prob¬ 
lems is to rinse the salt off your 
vehicle on a r^ular basis, not 
only on the exterior of the car, 
but the under carriage and 
engine compartment, too. I 
hope this information is bene¬ 
ficial and helps you avoid cost¬ 
ly repairs and service. If you 
have any questions about your 
vehicle, e-mail me at 
johnf@switchtolariche.com or 
contact me through the 
Journal webpage at www.jour- 
nalgroup.com.
